Labour in Arms 


Mr. Ernest Bevin is setting about the 
mobilisation of British labour in real 
earnest. He hopes to insure that every 


the national war effort, serving their 
country in the capacity for which they 
are best suited. Thousands of men are 
doing work for which there is no real 
need, while many industries are suffering 
from a lack of skilled workers, even 
though skilled workers of that particular 
kind are available, Shipbuilding is a 
case in point. During the past fifteea 
years, as the Minister for Labour observes 
in a recent broadcast, thousands of skilled 
men have left the industry. They left it 
for the good reason that the years after 
the war were a lean season for British 
shipbuilding, and they must be brought 
back: ‘‘it is not only your obligation, 
but your honourable duty,” says he to 
such men, to respond and register at 
once. Mr. Bevin has saddled himself 
with a truly formidable task. However 
patriotic the average Briton may be, and 
however eager. to do his best for his 
country at its moment of peril, inclina- 
tion will struggle with duty: he will he 
reluctant to exchange a new mode of life, 
into which he has become settled, for one 
that he had relinquished, perhaps, many 
years earlier. His inclinations will not

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St. Patrick’s Pot 


I hear of a quaint little custom observed 
annually at a certain place of business 
during the days prior to 17th March. 

Throughout the year, it seems, all 
members of the staff are required to sign 
a book on arrival at the office. At a 
certain hour, however, the page is lined 
off, and all signatures appearing below it 
are those of self condemned late-comers.

A colleague who spends a good deal of

changes in official time. He hopes that 
Eire will maintain her present time, and 
will not follow the example of Britain 
in putting the hands on another hour for 
the summer. .

“Uncle. Sam ‘ 


I have seen it recently suggested by an 
authority on the subject that ‘‘ Uncle 
Sam might more fittingly be called 
Uncle John,“ the reason for this change 
in nomenclature being derived from the 
word Yankee, usually applied to the 
inhabitants of the United States. Now 
this word is popularly supposed to come 
from Jan (the equivalent of our John, 
and pronounced as Yan), which is exten- 
sively used as a Christian name among 
the Dutch, who formed an important 
element among the early American 
settlers. 

The diminutive of Jan is Janke, which 
is pronounced as Yankee. Whence the 
name so familiar among the Dutch colo- 
nists came to be applied indiscriminately 
to all the inhabitants of the United States 
by European travellers. There are some, 
however, who think that Yankee owes its 
origin to a different source, the name 
having been me by the Southerners 
during the Civil War to the soldiers of 
e genre 1 yo afterwards by 

ritish writers to all the le of the 
United States. 2 2 

In this respect it is curious that the 
nickname Yankee ” is supposed to have 
been used for the English settlers them- 
selves by the Indians of Massachussetts, 
2 a corruption of English, French 
Anglais, but this is questionable, as it is 
only Canadian Indians who would be 
acquainted with the French word. 

„ Uncle Sam,“ it may be added, is 
thought by some to owe its origin to the 
initials U.S., and is thus jocularly used 
to denote the Government or people of 
the United States.

A BRITISH Air Ministry and

DIRECT HIT ON A SHELTER

attackers to start beacons as a guide to follow- 
ing planes was foiled by the alertness of 
fire-watchers, There were a number of 
casualties, some fatal, most of them, it is 
believed, being caused by a direct hit on a 
public shelter. A newspaper office was among 
the buildings hit, but the paper appeared as 
usual. Damage to private houses and business 
premises was said to have been considerable. 

Bristol was busy yesterday clearing up and 
repairing the ravages of the raid, whieh, 
starting in a deceptively quiet manner, 
assumed serious proportions only after it 
had been in progress for some time. The 
rain of high-explosives steadily increased. 
Many thousands of. incendiary bombs were 
dropped, but, out of fires started, only a 
few were serious. 


BURIED FOR TEN HOURS 
It is now learnt that churches were badly 
damaged. Incendiary bombs which fell on

One woman still alive was rescued from a 
cellar yesterday, after having been buried for 
ten hours. The bodies of her parents were 
brought out later. A doctor sat all night by 
the side of a woman trapped in the basement 
of a wrecked house, and from time to time 
administered anesthetics. 

It is feared that casualties will be higher 
than at first expected. 


WELSH VILLAGE’S FIRST 
EXPERIENCE 


When a village in South Wales had its 
first raid several cottages were damaged, and 
there were some minor casualties, but most 
of the bombs fell on a mountainside. 

A Junkers 88, which crashed in the South 
of England with its full load of bombs after 
an encounter, it is believed, with a night 
fighter, was blown to pieces as it hit the 
ground. Three of the crew, who baled out, 
gave themselves up. 

It was announced last night that a German 
bomber was destroyed by A.A. fire over the 
south coast on Saturday night. On Sunday 
a War Office announcement said that, 
although it was probable one plane had been 
brought down the previous night, this would 
not be claimed for certain unless confirma- 
tion were forthcoming.

THE WAR SITUATION 


——— 


There is one question which every exile 
always likes to have answered. How fares 
the homeland?

ECONOMIC POSITION 


In the first place I shall deal with our 
economic position. The constant aim of the 
Irish Government has been, as the friends 
who have listened to me year after year will 
know, to organise our nation so that our 
people should be able to provide as much as 
possible for their daily needs from the re- 
sources of their own eountry and by the 
labour of their own hands. Before the war 
considerable progress had been made in this 
direction. Already our factories were cap- 
able of producing all the sugar we required 
from the beet grown on our own farms. Our 
flour mills were capable of grinding all the 
oe we needed to produce flour for our 
read. 


20,000 TO 300.000 ACRES 


The acreage under wheat had in a few 
years increased from some 20,000 to 300,000 
acres—the latter being nearly one-half of the 
area necessary to meet our full require- 
ments. We were manufacturing all our 
own boots and tanning practically 1 
the leather required for them. From o 
woollen, linen, cotton and hosiery mills we 
were manufacturing most of the materia 
used for clothing and apparel. i 

Our peat, bogs were being steadily de- 
veloped, and we hoped in a short, time to 


depart írom my custom. 


‘substitute in a considerable measure turf for 


the coal we import for domestic and manu- 
facturing. purposes and for the production 
of electric power. We had made a survey 
of our native deposits of coal, particularly 
of anthracite, and we had proposed to ex- 
ploit these deposits to the utmost. 

Other rivers in addition to the Shannon 
were being examined with a view to har- 
nessing them for power ‘purposes. Cement, 
ever more and more extensively used in the 
construction of dwellinghouses, factory and 
commercial buildings, roads, etc., instead of 
being entirely imported as formerly, was 
2 fully supplied from our own fac- 
ories. 


FAR FROM GOAL 
But the war came and found us still far 
from our goal of self-sufficiency. We were 


still importing considerable quantities of. 


wheat, fertilisers, and many such _ funda- 
mental raw materials as pig-iron, steel, tim- 
ber, paper vegetable oils, as well as coal 
and liquid fuels, for our factories, for our 
field tractors, and for transport. Tea has 
come to be regarded almost as the national 
beverage, and it all reaches us, of course, 
from abroad; so do many luxuries which 
have ceased to be considered as such and 
are now looked upon as necessaries, Tobacco 
is an example. | 

The advent of a major European war was 
certain to make the importation of all such 
materials and commodities difficult, and for 
a year before the outbreak we were busy 
organising our imports and our industries 
with a view to building up reserve 
stocks and making other provision against 
the possibility of war. In that way, when 
the war actually came, we had considerable 
reserves in hand, but they were far. from 
being enough to last out a lengthy conflict. 
When the war began we made agreements 
with Great Britain, of ‘mutual advantage at 
the time, in regard to the purchase of foreign 
éxchange and the chartering of ships, 
whereby we could look ahead to receiving 
reasonable 


a re supply of the com- 
modities we were likely to need. The 
reserves we had accumulated, and 
the supplies we received under these 


agreements, enabled us to come through the 
first eighteen months of the war without any 
very grave dislocation of our economic life. 


SERIOUS SHORTAGES 


It is only within the last couple of months 
gá serious shortages have begun to be felt.

NEUTRALITY 


Turning from the economic to the political 
situation: At the commencement of the war 
our country declared its neutrality. Americans 
who seek to understand the reasons for our 
attitude need only study Washington’s 
declaration of neutrality in 1793, and his 
letter to James Munroe in 1796. 

Some twenty years ago, when, in the cause 
of Irish freedom, I addressed many public 
meetings in the United States, I pointed out 
that the aim of the overwhelming majority 
of the Irish people ofp the present generation 
was to secure for Ireland the status of an 
independent sovereign State which would 
be recognised internationally as such and 
could pursue its own life and develop its own 
institutions and culture in its own peaceful 


ture—if possible with its neutrality inter- 
nationally guaranteed like fhe neutrality of 
Switzerland. : 

A small country like ours that had for 
centuries resisted imperial absorption, and 
that still wished to preserve its separate 
national identity, was bound to choose the 
course of neutrality in this war. No other 
course could secure the necessary unity: of 
purpose and effort among the people, and at 
a time like this, we heed the warning that 
‘the house divided against itself shall not 
The continued existence of partition, 
that unnatural separation of six of our 
counties from the rest of Ireland, added in 
our case a further decisive reason, 


GENERAL SUPPORT 


When the policy of neutrality was declared 
by the Government it was supported by every 

rty in our Parliament and by a unanimous 
ress. The policy represe then, and it 
represents to-day, the determined will of the 
people, going beyond all 
and all classes or sectional distinctions. 
There may be individuals here who would 
like to bring us into the war on the one side 
or the other, but be assured these have no 
ne following. Press correspondents 
rom your own country who have been visiting 
us recently have confirmed this fact and 
reported back that the strength of public 
opinion here supporting the maintenance of 
our neutrality is overwhelming, some rating 
it as high as ninety-nine per cent. 

The situation is, then, that the Irish 
Government and an overwhelming majority 
of the Irish people have decided that they 
will not be involved in the war. Some 
American publicists have said that they fear 
that our country may be used as a base of 
attack against Britain. We. have pledged 
ourselves that this shall not be. 


MANY VOLUNTEERS 


We are determined that no one of the

A considerable number of over-age United 
States destroyers will be very shortly 
released to Britain, it has been stated pri- 
vately, but very definitely, in legislative 
circles here. The latest report goes so far 
as to say that armed American naval aid 
may before long be given. 

In this William Simms, the chief writer 
on foreign affairs in the Scripps-Howard 
newspapers, to-day asserts that armed aid 
for Britain, particularly naval aid, is fore- 
seen as a virtual certainty, following the 
President's Epes speech on Saturday, re- 
garding which, it is generally agreed, that 
1e could not have gone further without de- 
claring war. 

It is believed here, the writer adds, that 
Britain’s hands are too full effectively to 
fight off the increased submarine menace, 
and that a new kind of help from America 
may become vital in view of President 
Roosevelt's pledge that America will not 
stop until the tyrants are totally defeated. 


MERCHANT SHIPPING 


Fully qualified observers feel, he con-

POSSIBILITY BEFORE RB 


AMERICA

NEW YORK, Monday. 

America faces the possibility of an actual 
declaration of war against the Axis with 
calmness. Public sentiment has been condi- 
tioned to that extent by President Roose- 
velt’s speech on Saturday, which was 80 
utterly unequivocal on all main points that 
he left no room for speculation as to 
America’s attitude and intentions, 

One commentator remarked :—‘‘ I’ve seen 
much bigger wars started with a much less 
formal declaration.“ 

The conservative New York Sun declared: 
President Roosevelt clearly considers the 
adoption of the Lease and Lend Bill to be a 
mandate to himself from the American people 
to go as far as he likes in giving aid to 
Britain. He makes it plain that he will, in 
fact, go as far as he deems necessary. 

The newspaper added that Congress and 
the American people undoubtedly will not 
hesitate about supplying any further British 
needs in the fight against the Axis. As an 
indication of the Congressional attitude 
towards Britain, the £1,750,000,000 British 
Aid Bill is expected to be approved in the 
House of Representatives on Wednesday after 
the debate opens to-morrow. 


WAR MATERIAL SHIPMENTS 


As President Roosevelt had indicated, the 
first shipments of war material were en route 
to Britain and other consignments were being 
made ready. The question of convoys was 
virtually ignored, because it was not con- 
sidered to be an immediate problem. Admin- 
istration supporters are now inclined to 
doubt whether President Roosevelt in his 
speech was actually hinting at the possi- 
bility of instituting American convoys.
